The 
Norths, or North Winds blow from September 
to March, and the Weather is ſtormy, but 
moſt tempeſtuous in the Months of Novem- 
ber, December and January, when we have 
violent Storms and hard Gales of Wind, fo! 
fifteen and twenty Days ſucceſſi vely ; yet 
ſometimes, if it be calm, the Trade Winds 
return, and the Weather grows ſerene; other- 
wiſe, if there were no ſuch Intermiſſions, it 
would be impoſſible to navigate in this Bay,

this Place lies with the Tortugas S. by Eaſt, 
and N. by Weſt, being all a Paſſage of Na- 
vigable Soundings ; a Trade 1s carried on be- 
tween this Port and the Havannab by ſmall 
Veſſels: On the Weſt Side of the Coaſt of 
Florida, that extends N. and S. lies the Bay 
of Carlos, from whence it comes that all this

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pulachy, is called the Bay of Curl: This Bay 
is ſhallow as well as the feſt of the Coaſt,

of Spirito Santo, which lies in the Latitude 
of twenty-ſeven Degrees and an half, is the 
deepeſt of all this Coaſt, and is a great Bay 
of five, ſix, and ſeven A Weber!

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River, and looks as red as Fire, and declines- 
with a ſharp Point; on each Side the Ridge 
there are plain Savanas towards the Sea: All 
theſe Points on the Entrances are full of ſhal- 
low rocky Parts but narrow; and coaſting a- 
long in a ſmall Frigate to Cartagena (to avoid 
the ſtrong Winds in the Ofing) under the 
Shelter of the Land, I have ſeen, the Breakers 
on theſe Ledges ; and at Midnight in hauling 
off N. W. have ſounded four Fathom, and in 
throwing the Lead twice I loſt the Soundings; 
and immediately after coaſting towards the 
Wet, and having paſt the Mouths of the ſaid 
Large River, you may ſee Morro Hermocos,

W en you are off the Playa Grande, if you

At the End of this Playa, and of all the City 
of Cartagena, on the Welt Side, there was an 
Entrance called Boca Grande, or the Great Boca Grape 
Mouth ; it was very large formerly, and the 4,4 b

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| But to return to our Marks to nb 
Coaſt, you muſt obſerve, that from Cape Tj- 
buron towards the N. W. thete runs a conti- 
nued Ridge of Hills, with five or ſix Breaks, 
near the Sea Coaſt, which are called Tiende 
Ropa ; ; from thence, along all the Bay: of 
Playon, are ſome high Mountains, as far as 
Cabeca de Catuca, which is a great Hill;

there are ſome ſtony Ridges, on the South 
Side, at ſome Diſtance from the Iſland; 
and towards the Weſt of it are the Cayos de 
la Magdalena; but in twelve Degrees of La- 
titude you are intirely ſafe, and got beyond 
the ſaid Ifland of St. Andres. From this 
Latitude, which you muſt nor exceed, ſteer 
8. W. to get ſight of the Excudo de Vera- 
guas, or the Hill of Suerre, which is a very 
high Hill, as round as a Sugar-Loaf, and 
lies on that Part of C Rica, which runs 
N. N. W. and S.S.E, It is beſt to fall in with 
this Land in eleven Degrees of Latitude; 
for, altho' you fail in with the Trad: 
Winds, yet, when you are in Sight of the 
Coaſt, you'll not be long without Land 
Winds, which are the Winds we defire to 
meet with upon this Shoar in failing to 
Porto Bello. The Reaſon for making this 
Coaſt, rather than that of Porto Bello, in 


time of Land Minds, is, that the Currents in 


this Seaſon ſet towards the Eaſt, and the 
8. 
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Andres. 
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8. W. Winds blow off the Land, at the 
ſame time that the Trade Winds blow with. 
out, in ſuch a manner, that the Land 
Winds do not reach far to Sea, nor the 
Tyade Winds come very near the Land. 

In looking out for Porto Bello, if you 
find your ſelf upon the Baſtimentos, and 
meet with the Land Winds, you'll not be 
able to reach the Port; for the Current 
will ſet you to the Eaſt, on which Ac- 
count you muſt keep out, that you may 
have the Trade Winds, with which you 
can ſail towards the W. to make the ſaid 
Cofta Rica; from whence, with the Land 
Winds, you may fail Eaſtward, coaſting 
in Sight of the Shore as far as Porto Belh, 
taking ſpecial Care of not going too far to 
the Eaſtward of it; for, if that ſhould hap- 
pen, it would oblige you to put ont again 
to Sea, to ſeek for the Trade Winds. Be- 
ing therefore in Sight of the Pan de Suerre, 
(which, as we ſaid before, is a Hill as high

You may know chat you are 6858 this 
Iſland, when you ſee within Land, towards

Coaſt of Miguel de la Borda a low Land runs 
on toward the Eaſt, with Cavities or hol- 
low Places, that look reddiſh, and reaches 
as far as the River of Chagres, which has a 


Fortreſs, and a Town of Spaniards, and is 
fit 
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fit only for middling Veſſels. On the South 


Side of the Hill of Miguel de la Borda. be- 
gin ſome Mountains, that run W. N. W. 


as far as Suerre, and are called the Hills of 


Salamanca; but failing along the Coaſt, it 
will be found, that toward Chagres the 


Land riſes a little higher, as alſo beyond 


Chagres for about a League towards the E. 
Then you will meet Porto de Naos, and 
from this Port the Land within begins to 


riſe, and is called the Sierras de las Minas 
Vicjas, or the Hills of the Ola Mines, that 


run as far as Porto Bello; but, near the 
Sea Shore, the Coaſt of Chagres is lower to 
Porto Bello, along which as you fail, the 
Port de Naos will be ſeen to the Eaſtward, 
about two Leagues from the Iſland of Naran- 
Jos or Orange land, near the main Land, is a 
Channel which is only fit for large Boats. In 
che Coaſt between Chagres and Porto Bello, 

ſometimes a rough Sea. ariſes from the 7 rade 


L Vinds; and in Time of the Land Winds. 
there are ſome very dark and dreadful ' 
Nights, with much Lightning and ſome. 
Thunder ; but often the Lightning vaniſhes 


without Thunder; and tho the Nights 
ſhould prove favourable, yet, it will be 
neceſſary to go with a great deal of Care 
between Chagres and Porto Bello. 
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2 you ſhould happen to be there in ſuch 
Nights, anchor about a League from the 
Shore, in twenty or twenty-five as far as 
forty Fathoms, and do not come into lef 
Water; becauſe near Land the Sea is rougher 
than it is without, and the Currents have 
more Strength; beſides that, from fifteen 
Fathom towards the Land it is foul Ground. 

Sailing out of Porto Bellb for Cartagena, 
direct your. Courſe towards the N. W. till 
you arrive off the North Side of the Shoal of 
Sal Melina, and if yo have the Wind 
large, ſteer E. by N. till you are N. and 8. 
with the Cabeca, ot Ucag of Cacliba; and 
Punta de St. Blas; and from thence con- 
tinue your Coutſe E. looking out for the 
Iflands of Buri; when you have ſeen theſe, 
and are gor clear of them, ſteer E. 8. E. to 
enter Bocu Chic. 

But, if you come from Porto Bell, with 
the Trade Winds, you muſt traverſe to Wind- 
ward from Porto Bello to Punta de San Blas, 
governing your ſelf according to the Winds, 


which in the Day are Northerly, and in 


the Night N. E. take care not to come too 
near the Shore, but only keep in Sight of it. 
At Sun- ſet you muſt ſtand out till Break 
of Day, anti then tack and make in again to

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the Land; for, in this manner, you muſt 


coaſt along Shore, obſerving what Courſe . 


you take by Day and Night, till you ar- 
rive at Cabera, Cackiba, Punta ds Sg an Blas, 


and the Iſlands del Agua; as ſoon as you 
diſcover to the Southward ſome high Hills, 


which are thoſe of Tiende Ropa, you'll have 
got your Paſſage ; and then failing to the 
Eaſt, you'll go ſafe; when you arrive at 
the Illands del Aqua, ſteer E or E. S. E. as 
the Winds permit, to make the Coaſt of 
N. E. and 8. W. or the Hills ge Aquila, 
a Fuerto, and Illands of Baru; for, in 
any Port you come to upon this Coaſt, you 
may anchor, if there be Occaſion. 

When you have made a Puerto, ſteer 
N. E. or N. E. by N. for, by this Courts 
you'll get into the Weſterly Winds Way 
that blow in the Day-time, and then 
you may fail N. W. for, in the Night- 
time here are very favourable Winds: In 
this manner you may work to Witdward 
along the Coaſt; provided you keep two 
Leagues off; for, then you are ſafe, and 
will find a muddy Bottom; from the a 
Fuerto you muſt keep the ſame Courſe, till 
you come in with the Iſlands of San Bei- 
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nardo; and then fteer to the North, to make 

the Iſlands of Baru; for, near them, on the 

© South Side, there is no Bottom to be found: 

0 And thus you muſt fail N. or N. N. W. till

<a neg gena for the Havannah, either cloſe haul'd, 

or with a large Wind, you may go between 

Sal Medina and Terra Bomba, till you are 

N. and S. with the City of Cartagena, and 

as far as the Punta de Cana: If you ſhould 

be oblig'd to anchor in paſſing between 

Terra Bomba and Sal Medina, for want of 

Wind, before you have got to the Eaſtward 


of 
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Granda, or Great Shore; you muſt not caſt 
anchor there, becauſe the Water is too deep, 
and the Ground bad; but rather incline to 
the Shoal or Sal Medina, for thereabout 
you'll find a Bottom of Mud, with twenty 
or twenty-five Fathom Water. If ycu are 
a-breaſt off Cartagena, and free from Sal 
Medina, on the Eaſt Side, ſtand out to 
Sea, ſteering North, or more to the Wind- 
ward, if the Weather permits; ſo that you 
are ſure your Ship makes a N. N. W. Courſe, 
you may fail without Fear; for, you'll paſs 
between the New Shoal and the Engliſh Shoal, 


and alſo between the ſaid New Shoal and the 
Vibora or Viper, without ſounding on either, 


and obſerve, that, upon quitting the Playa 
Granda, or Great Shore, you take in your 
Top-fails, for fear of meeting with many 
hard Guſts, that often happen near the 
Coaſt, for the firſt and ſecond Night, till 
you are out at Sea, and clear of theſe Squalls 
of Wind, by which many Ships have been 

damaged, | 
Having ſteer'd your Courſe Northward, 
when you find your Ship in the Latitude 
of fifteen Degrees, and thirty Minutes, take 
3 care 
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of Boca Granae, which is on the Playa 
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care of the Engliſb Shoal, which lies in that 


Latitude; for, if you ſail but one Point to 
Leeward of N. N. W. you'lI be upon it, 


| and if you make your Courſe N. by W. 


you'll paſs by the Eaſt Side of the ſaid Eng- 
liſh Sboal, and fall in with the Middle of 
the Shoal of Vilura, or the Viper, which 


lies in the Latitude of ftean Degrees fifty 
Minutes. 


Keep therefore the Gid Hunte ill you 
arrive in the Latitude of ſixteen Degrees and 
forty Minutes, and if you have paſſed to the 
Eaſt ward of the Engliſh Shoal, and do 
not find Soundings, you will be upon the 
Middle of the Viper, which is ſo ſteep too 
on the South Side, that half a League from 
it you. may plainly ſee its Breakers, and find 
no Soundings ; and if it ſhould happen that 
you are in this Situation towards Night, with- 
out diſcovering the ſaid Breakers throw her 
Head off to the Southward, and lie by till 
Day; and then fteer to the N. W. to gain 
Sight of the ſaid Viper, or to meet with Soun- 


dings on the Weſt Side of them; for, Weſt ot 


this Shoal of the Viper you'll find Soundings 
in the Latitude of ſixteen Degrees and forty 


Minutes, where there is a ſort of a Bay. 
* If 
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If you ſteer North from Cartagena, in 5 
the Time of Trade Winds, you'll go be- 


tween the Engliſh Shoal and the New Shoal, 


without ſeeing either, (tho ſometimes the 


Neu Shoal has been ſeen, yet that ſeldom: 
happens) and when you are got to the Weſt- 
ward of the Viper, you'll meet with Soundings, 
as we ſaid before, and note the ſoid New 
Shoal lies about N. and S. with the Weſt 
End of the ſaid Viper; therefore, when you 
have here met with Soundings, run to the 
8. or S. S. W. to get into deep Water; and 
having loſt. the Soundings, ſteer: tothe N, 
W. till you find the Bottom again, and 
then ſtand to the Southward again, into deep 
Water, till you can find no Bottom in your 
Courſe to the N. W. for, then you have moe 
the Viper on the Eaſt Side. 

Upon this Bank of the Viper, on the North 
Side of the Shoal, is very good anchoring, and 


there is no Danger in failing over it; if you 


avoid the ſtony Ridges that may be ſcen to 
the Eaftward, and there are two or three little 
ſandy Iflands, near which the Ground is 
clean: In this Paſſage, and off the faid 


Inands the n from nn come to 
fiſn. 
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Having purſued this Courſe into the La- 
titude of ſeventeen Degrees, you are entire- 
ly clear of Danger; for, altho' you be within 
the Soundings of the Viper, provided you are 
in ſeventeen Degrees of Latitude, you'll be on 
the North Side of the ſtony Ridges, and in 
the Middle of the Bank which is clear from 
thence to the Northward, and then you may 
ſteer N. W. if the Winds are favourable ; 
for, the Current ſets to the N. and by this 
Courſe you cannot fail of ſeeing either the 
Great or Little Caimanes, (which are Iſlands 
to the S. of Cuba:) If the Trade Winds 
blow freſh, ſteer N. W. by N. (for with 
theſe Winds the Current ſets 8. W.) and 
you'll fall in with ſome of the Caimanes ; 
the two ſmall Iſlands lie in the. Lati- 
tude of nineteen Degrees, and forty Mi- 


' nutes, and are about a League aſunder, be- 


tween which any Ship may paſs : The firſt 
and Eaſtermoſt is plain, and full of Man- 
grove Trees; and the Point on the Eaſt runs 
out to the Sea, near it there is a ſmooth 
Paſſage ; the Weſtermoſt Point is flat and 
even. On one Side the Coaſt lies W. S. W. 
and E. N. E. The other runs almoſt E by N. 
and W. by S. and is flat, even, marſhy, and 
full of little Hills, fo that it looks like many 
ſmall 
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ſmall Iſlands, till you come near it, and then 


you find it is but one: Both Shoars have 
many ſandy Banks, that look red, and may 
be coaſted without Fear, becauſe they are 
clean and ſafe, with deep Water. 


The Grande Carman, lies in the Latitude 


of nineteen Degrees twenty Minutes: This 
Iſland is low, and from E. to W. is covered 
with high hummocky Mangroves ; it has 
many Ridges of Rocks that may be ſeen 
when you come near it, to run about half 
a League into the Sea; the firſt on the Weſt 
has a great deal of Sand, and here makes a 


Bay. If you are in the Latitude of twenty 
Degrees, and have not ſeen the 'Caimanes, 


you are got to the North Side of them; and 
may have gone through them, between the 
large and the ſmall; or you may have paſt 
by the Weſt Side of the Grande Caiman, with- 
out ſeeing them; in which Caſe, direct your 
Courſe to the N. W. and you'll come in Sight 
of Cape Corrientes, which is an even Land, 
moderately high, with ſome Tufts of Trees ; 
one of which Trees looks like a Watch 
Tower. When you are off this Cape, to be 
more ſure of it, you'll ſee to the Northward 


ſome high Mountains full of Ridges, which 


lie on the other Side of the Iſland of Cuba, 


upon 
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upon the River of Puercos; and ſome call 
them Las Sierras de] Potrero; others, Sier- 
ras del Roſario; for in this Situation you can 
ſe no other; they appear off at Sca to be two 
Hills: To this Cape Carrientes you are not to 


come too near, till you are N. and S. with 


it, for to the 8. W. about a League and a half 
from Land, a Rock lies under Water. 

But when you have paſſed thro' between the 
Caimanes, if the firſt Land you fee lie to the 
N. W. with three Eminencies or Hills, (of 
which the middle one is larger than the other 
two) you may be. ſure it is the Iſland of Pi- 
nos, for ſuch an Appearance it makes at Sea ; 
near to it you'll diſtinguiſh, that the Hill to 
the Eaſt is ſharp pointed; and nearer to them, 


when you diſcover the low Land of the ſaid 


Iſland, you'll ſee to the Eaſtward, a continual 
Ridge of Shoals, which lie off the Eaſtermoſt 
Point of the ſaid Iſland de Pinos: Theſe 
Shoals are called the Jardines, and run Eaſt 
and Weſt; when you ſail along this Iſland 
of Pinos, you'll ſec at the Weſtermoſt 
Point of it four or five ſtony Ridges, be- 
tween which and the Ifland you may an- 
chor, in caſe of Neceflity; for it is good 
anchoring Ground and ſhelter'd from the 
Winds; and ftcering from henceto the

The Ships that trade to 7 ill in Cuba, La Trinidad 
when they come from Cartagena, take the de Cuba.

with the Vibora, or Viper, they croſs over it, 
entring it's ſmall Channels, between the 
ſtony Ridges, endeavouring to make the 
Punta del Negrillb of Jamaica; from thence 
having ſeen it they ſteer to the North, by 
which Courſe they commonly make the ſmall 
Caimanes, and continue that Courſe, till they 
make the Cayos de Cavillones, and the Far- 
din de la Reina, ot Queens Garden; ſailing 
thence into twenty-one Degrees of Latitude, 
they keep a good Look-out; for if they ſee 
Land they are upon the Cayos de Cavillones, 
which lie E. and W. and immediately after 
run N. W. and S. E. Thoſe of the Jardin 
de la Reina they leave at a Diſtance, becauſe 
the ſaid Cayos de la Reina, run along till they 
terminate near the River of Tyinidad, and if 
they come not in Sight of the ſaid Cayos, they 
always ſail to the Northward 'till they make

HEN you are up with Cape Cor- 
rientes, and certain of it by the 
[25h Grove of Trees, as aforeſaid; if 
you would go near it, you may. fail ſafely 
towards it, when it bears N. and S. for then 
you'll be clear of its Shoals; and when you 
are round, it, there 1s a Bay, to the Eaſtward 
which affords-very good Shelter; where you 
may clean Ship, or heave down, in caſe of 
Neceſſity; and if you wou'd go in here, 
you muſt turn cloſe aboard, the Cape, for 
tho' you ſhould ſee ſome Shoal Patches, or 
white Water, yet there is no Danger; as 
you will quickly get paſt it, keeping well up.

After you 
have paſſed ſome Ridges of Stones, inclining 
to the Sea, you'll find the faid Place for 
Water. From Cape Corrientes the Coaſt 
runs to the W.N.W, as far as the Cape 
de San Anton, which is the Weſt End of 
the Iſland of Cuba, and is like a Mole built 
on the Land, that runs out from the Front 
of the ſaid Iſland; on the South Side of it, 
the Coaſt is clear and ſoundable, the Land 
low and full of Trees; of which ſome ap- 
pear higher than others; at Sea the Trees 
are to be ſeen before you diſcover the Land, 
and they look like Ships under fail, which 
Appearance has deceived many Perſons, 

This Cape of San Anton, has about three 
Leagues in Front, from which three Points 
run out, that form two little Bays; each of 
them is a Place to take in Water; but the beſt 
is on the Northermoſt Point, called Punta del 
Manglar ; that on the South is called Punta 
del Guanal; and they all lie N. and 8. Near
